Claims 1-4 and 7 are pending in the application. Claims 1-4 and 7 are 
allowed. 

Response to Amendment / Argument 

Applicant's amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 5 into 
claim 1 has obviated the rejection of claims 1-4 and 7 under 35 USC 103(a) as 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,210,268 by Fukuoka et al . , the rejection 
of claims 1-4 and 7 under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,262,210 by Tojo et al . in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,210,268 by Fukuoka et 
al . , and the rejection of claims 1-4 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 5,210,268. 
Accordingly, these rejections have been withdrawn.
